This is important. Use a brush of good quality. 
Remember a good finish is the direct result of 
the care and attention given in application. 

New and Old Work 

Interior Use: First Coat — Thin with one pint 
of turpentine (or a suitable substitute) to the 
gallon. Subsequent Coats — Apply enamel just 
as it comes from the can. V 

Exterior Use: First Coat — Thin with one pint 
pure raw linseed oil to each gallon of enamel. 
Second and Subsequent Coats — Thin with one 
pint pure raw linseed oil to the gallon. 

Cement: Be sure cement is dry, dust free, 
grease free. This enamel will withstand the 
alkali in cement.
